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Church History in “‘Leaden Footprints” 


By Autence A. Bason 
Greensboro, N.C. 


The communion token is an artifact 
of the Presbyterian Church that has 
passed almost unnoticed in recorded 
history. Rev. Paul Freeland, 
Presbyterian minister of Crowley, 
La., started a catalog of these tokens, 
but was forced to give up the task due 
to illness. The challenge of com- 
pleting the book has been accepted by 
Capt. M. B. Orr, of Mesa, Ariz. 

The communion token was used by 
the early church, but was _ dis- 
continued around the turn of the 
century. It was first suggested by 
John Calvin at the Council of Geneva 
in 1560 as a prevention of the 
profanation of the Lord’s Supper. His 
suggestion was not acted upon by the 
council at the time, but later was 
adopted by the French, English, 
Scottish and Irish churches. 

Communion was celebrated only 
once or twice a year and sometimes 
several years would pass without it 
being observed. A new communicant 
was required to attend a preparatory 
service, and the time appointed for 
this test was announced from the 
pulpit several days prior to the cele- 
bration of communion. The entire 
church was expected to be present, 
and anyone who ventured to take a 
seat at the communion table without 
having attended the examinations 
was to be “‘raised if he sitt down.”’ 

The token practice has been as- 
sociated closely with Presby- 
terianism, especially in Scotland, but 
it has been used by the Reformed, 
Episcopal, Methodist and Baptist 
Churches. 

Settlers coming to the new country 
seeking religious freedom brought 
with them their church customs. Ses- 
sion records of some of the early 
churches in North Carolina, a true 


stronghold of Presbyterianism, prove 
that the custom of distributing tokens 
to intending communicants, as well 
as other Scottish customs, prevailed 
in early settlements. Missionaries 
who were sent south and west over 
the mountains carried their customs 
with them; wherever a church was or- 
ganized the usage ‘“‘at home’’ was 
established.

Usually the token was made of 
lead, or some other base metal, in 
various shapes and sizes, and marked 
with the name of the congregation, 
the date of the organization, the 
initials of the pastor, or some 
appropriate text of scripture. Some 
specimens have neither name or date 
with which to identify them, and often 
were marked simply with a ‘‘T’’ for 
token, or ‘‘SC’’ for Scotch Church. 

As the practice of using tokens was 
discontinued, churches melted the 
tokens or buried them. Some 
remained in the churches with the 
chalices, which have been replaced 
with individual cups, while some 
were kept by members as mementos, 
later to be lost or discarded. Since the 
tokens were of no intrinsic value, one 
can imagine why these bits of ‘‘leaden 
footprints of church history’’ have 
been lost to the records. 

From a tidbit of information 
several tokens have been located. I 
have been collecting tokens and

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New Broom Needs (More) Gator Power 


Each new official of whatever 
office or stature believes he can out- 
perform the record of _ his 
predecessor. (Why would he be there 
otherwise?) Sometimes the successor 
‘falls flat on his face,’’ but often he 
does improve the reputation of the 
office. 

Occasionally, however, a New 
Broom creates an atmosphere of con- 
fusion, unintentional in most cases, 
for he doesn’t know what he’s 
supposed to do, doing, or has done. 
Confusion, then, is at the top of my 
‘“‘enemies list,’’ for for it results in too 
many undesirable reactions, and, 
frequently, no action at all. 

At some future date I hope you'll 
say or think, ‘“‘Hey, that guy’s doing a 
pretty good job,”’ or, ‘‘Man, that guy’s 
a bum ... wish we had ole’ what’s-his- 
name back.”’

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Havana Counterfeit Defies Experts

The top note in the accompanying 
illustration is that of a genuine Con- 
federate $100 bill, both obverse and 
reverse. 

The note below it, the note that this 
article is written about, is a con- 
temporary counterfeit, one which few 
collectors of Confederate notes wish 
to be without. It is a quarter - inch 
shorter and narrower than the 
genuine. 

It is probably at least ten times 
rarer today than a genuine note, and 
was unquestionably made in much 
smaller quantity than the genuine 
notes. It has always been a note 
shrouded in mystery, though its 
genuineness has been questioned by 
many over the years. 

This note was first questioned by H. 
D. Allen in ‘‘The Numismatist,”’ 
January, 1919, on page ten. 

First of all, it has only been seen in 


serial letter ‘‘D’’. 

Secondly, the numbering system 
has always been sporadic and the 
numbers printed unevenly. 

Thirdly, the signatures do not 
match the others appearing on $100 
notes of 1864. 

Fourth, the printing on the front, or 
obverse, while of very fine quality, 
appears to have been from a re- 
engraved plate. 

Fifth, the printing on the reverse of 
this note is of very inferior quality. 

This latter reason, more than any 
led many people to believe that this 
note was originally a product of 
Keatinge and Ball, that was prepared 
to be used with an imported ‘‘chemi- 
cograph”’ plate. It has also been 
thought that it was a genuine plate, 
but printed from a bogus back. 

For years, there were so few avail- 
able of these notes for examination 
that theories ran rampant.

After 20 years of study, examina- 
tion and comparison of all of those 
seen, the author has reached the opin- 
ion that this was a clever counterfeit. 
The ‘‘best laid plans of mice and 
men’’ sometimes go awry, so it is 
likely that a better reverse design 
was contemplated by the counter- 
feiters, until something went wrong. 

The author knows now that this 
clever contemporary was made in 
Havana, Cuba, in the latter part of 
1864. 

Only a single plate in the ‘‘D”’ serial 
letter was made and the plate is still, 
or at least, was still available, as late 
as 1962, though apparently no notes 
have been produced from it for al- 
most a hundred years. The plate was, 
when last seen, not on a condition 
suitable to make a clear, concise im- 
pression, and only the obverse plate 
was known. 
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While it can definitely be stated 
that the said plate was available, its 
whereabouts at this time is unknown, 
and the author, who almost acquired 
it, has been unable to relocate it since 
the many changes that have taken 
place in Cuba. 

These notes apparently got into 
circulation at the very close of the 
War, and were accepted as genuine 
by various banks, depository offices 
and individuals, since they have 
frequently been found mixed with 
genuine notes from sources who could 
not have acquired them legitimately. 

At some future date, the author 
feels certain that the plate can be re- 
located and a story in greater depth 
can then be done. 

For the present we shall call this 
note, listed by Criswell (and 
Bradbeer) as number 492, and by 
Phillip H. Chase, Confederate 
Treasury Notes, 1947, number 408E, 
as the ‘‘Havana Counterfeit.”

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Coins Replace Barter System in Europe

Until the financial organization of 
the Roman Empire was imposed 
upon it, the ancient world existing on 
the shores of the Mediterranean 
remained on a primitive monetary 
basis. Little banking existed, and 
coins could purchase goods in very 
few markets. Barter remained the 
main means of trade. 

The first coin appeared in Western 
civilization about the 7th century B.C. 
in Lydia, Asia Minor. It was a pellet 
ofelectrum (a natural amalgam of 
gold and silver found in river beds) 
that was stamped with a _ seal 
guaranteeing its value. With the 
passage of time, coins of gold, silver 
and bronze were introduced through- 
out the ancient Mediterranean world. 


Among the most famous ancient 
coinages were the Athenian owls, 
issued in various sizes and weights. 
These were the ‘trade dollars’ of 
their day, until replaced by the 
Macedonian coinage of Alexander the 
Great. 

The basic denomination was the 
drachm, which was a dime-size coin 
weighing 67.5 grains (4.37 g), 
according to the Athenian standard. 
Money was also issued in _ sizes 
smaller than the drachm as well as in 
larger sizes, such as the famous 
tetradrachm, equal to four drachms. 

Ancient coins were theoretically of 
full weight and purity, and token 
value money would not come into 
existence for many years. However, 
shortweighted, debased, plated 
(forre) and counterfeit coins did exist. 

It is difficult to equate the value of 


old coins in accordance with current 
currencies. A few examples may give 
some idea: 

An Athenian family of four prior to 
Alexander’s invasion of Persia 
(before 335 BC required 
approximately 250 drachms for a 
year’s minimum subsistance. 

A 17th century English shilling 
(quarter - size silver coin) had a 
purchasing power of $2.50, according 
to 1962 values). 

A 17th century German thaler 
(silver dollar size coin) had a 
purchasing power of $10.00, according 
to 1962 values. 

A gold ducat of 17th century Europe 
(3.5 grams) had a purchasing power 
of $12.50 in 1962 values. 

A gold guinea, or sovereign, had a 
purchasing power of $52.50 in 1962 
values. 

The equivalent values of ancient 
coinage compared with modern 
coinage is guesswork at best, but it 
does help us learn more about these 
beautiful old coins we _ collect. 
Thereby, we enjoy them better. 


BY-LAWS AMENDMENT

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Wave Goodbye to Ike Dollars?

Funeral arrangements may be in 


the offing for the unpopular 
Eisenhower (Ike) dollar. 
Based on general circulation 


failure, the Bicentennial dollar may 
be the last in the short life span (1971- 
1976), of the Ike dollar. In fact, the 
U.S. Bicentennial celebration may 
have prolonged the coin’s existence 
by a year or two. 

The mint has been evaluating plans 
for a small dollar coin, larger than 
the current quarter but smaller than 
the half dollar. If positive results are 
determined, you can kiss the Ike 
series goodbye. 

Numismatically speaking, the Ike 
series indicates a great deal of future 
interest. The Philadelphia and Den- 
ver mints produced cupronickel (no 
silver) dollars every year including 
1973, when only enough were 
produced for inclusion in that year’s 
mint sets. 

Since 1973, the regular U.S. Proof 
set has contained an Ike dollar, as 
well as the other denominations. 
Although no Ike dollars are dated 
1975, early strikes of the Bicentennial 
dollar are easily identified from the 
later ones, by the thickness of the 
lettering on the reverse, these are 
categorized as Type I dollars. The 
later struck specimens having the 
sharper design and delicate lettering 
on the reverse are categorized as 
Type II dollars. The Type I Ike dol- 
lars are more popular with collectors. 

To complete a set of Ike dollars 
would take 26 coins, of these 26 only 10 
different dates and mints were placed 
in general circulation by the mint. 
These are the: Philadelphia and 
Denver dollars from 1971, 1972 and 
1974, Philadelphia and Denver mint 
Type I and Type II Bicentennial 


dollars. This simply means for a col- 
lector to assemble a complete set of 
Ike dollars, he could find only ten 
pieces of the set in circulation. The 
remaining 16 pieces haveto be pur- 
chased at a premium. Which makes 
the U.S. Government in the coin busi- 
ness for profit! 

From 1971 to 1974, the mint 
produced 40 percent silver composi- 
tion dollars at the San Francisco 
mint. The Proof coins sold for $10 
each and the Uncirculated specimens 
could be had for $3 each. The 1973-S 
and 1974-S Proof coins will bring 
approximately $40 and $15 
respectively on today’s market. 

The task of finding uncirculated 
condition Ike dollars in sharp strike 
can be very rewarding, because 
many of the early date Ike’s were 
poorly struck. All Ike dollars struck 
for circulation in 1971 and most of the 
1972 production, had low relief detail. 
Sharp struck specimens will com- 
mand a premium. The 1971-S Ike 
dollar also had low relief, and this 
plus the fact that many were 
damaged in shipment, contributed to 
the public’s poor opinion of the Ike 
dollar. 

The death of the Ike dollar series 
almost surely would give it new and 
inspired life among collectors. The 
complete set can be purchased for 
approximately $150 on the market 
today. Anytime you discontinue some- 
thing everybody seems to want that 
particular thing and the Ike dollar 
just might be that thing.

Goodbye to Ike Dollars...

By no means, will the Ike dollar 
win any beauty or sculpture awards, 
however, the series should continue to 
show a great deal of collector interest. 

Some of the Ike dollars should 
really be closely examined because of 
low mintage figures. Based on 
modern standards, the 1973-P and D 
dollars have identical mintages of 1.7 
million. This represents a _ lower 
figure than any circulation - quality 
coin since the 1938-D half-dollar. The 
1973-S silver Proof dollar shows only a 
little over one million pieces minted. 
The 1974-S mintage figure is only 1.3 
million. All of these dates are 
expected to greatly increase in price 
during the next year. 

Could it be that the Ike dollar is 
drawing it’s final breath? If and when 
it does, the Ike dollar will settle down 
as avery ‘‘hot’’ collector’s item.

Seaplane Base was started at Maceio, 
a city in northeastern Brazil on the 
Atlantic seacoast. Base personnel 
were paid in large denomination 
Brazilian cruzeiro notes but local 
merchants charged 15 per cent to 
change the large bills, since small 
change was scarce in 1943. 

A cruzeiro was worth about five 
cents then, the price of a candy bar or 
a pack of cigarettes at the Ships Ser- 
vice store. 

The base commanding officer, Lt. 
Cdr. C. L. Wiley, contacted the 
churches for small change, but they 
wanted 15 per cent too. The problem 
was solved by printing money of their 
own in one, two, three and five 
cruzeiro notes for the convenience of 
the crew in Base transactions. About 
$50 worth of scrip was printed, which 
was redeemed by the Supply Officer 
for the convenience of the crew in 
Base transactions. It was good only at 
the Maceio Naval Base, nowhere else. 


apparently lasted until the notes were 
finally redeemed when the base was 
closed November, 1945, and 
transferred under Lend Lease to 
Brazil.

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Coal Miners’ Scrip... True Necessity Money

Webster defines the word HOBBY 
as a subject that a person constantly 
talks about or returns to; something 
that a person likes to do or study in his 
spare time; or a favorite pasttime or 
avocation. Look as hard as you will, 
you will not find the word SCRIPTOR. 
Hopefully, some day the dictionary 
will define the word ‘‘Scriptor’’ as a 
person who collects scrip and falls in 
one or more of the above categories. 

What is scrip and how was it used? 
Some people have the misconception 
that scrip is only paper and perhaps 
associate it with the depression 
years. Scrip may be paper, fiber, or 
metal, and metal tokens are actually 
more prominent; in fact some avid 
collectors do not even collect the 
paper variety. 

Metal tokens were referred to by 
different names that may have been 
peculiar to a particular geographical 
area or region. For example, in some 
areas they were referred to as 
‘flickers’, ‘‘coal field money’”’, “‘light 
weights’’, ‘‘doo lolly’, etc., but the 
most common term is scrip. In this 
article the word scrip is referring 
only to the metal token used by the 
coal miner. 

Commissary checks, or scrip are in 
essence, credit tokens, and funda- 
mentally were used as follows: an 
employee of the coal company who 
desired credit at the Company Store, 
could request issue of scrip against 
work performed, or work to be per- 
formed. The scrip so issued would be 
charged against the employee’s pay- 
roll account, and it’s face value would 
be deducted from the amount due him 


for work performed on the following 
pay day. The scrip would then be 
spent at the commissary for merchan- 
dise. 

This medium of exchange attained 
a certain amount of general circula- 
tion in the immediate neighborhood of 
the commissary, since it could be 
redeemed, in merchandise, at the 
commissary by any bearer. A miner 
in immediate need of cash, might 
draw scrip at the mine office in face 
value of $10, and subsequently sell it 
to a third party for cash at a 
negotiated discount; or he might use 
it to barter for goods from the local 
merchants, fellow employees, etc. 


The use of scrip has been 
discontinued by practically all coal 
mining companies. Its demise 
depended on the geographical areas. 
In the midwest it was in the 1920’s or 
early 1930's, whereas in_ the 
Appalachian area states it made its 
exit in the mid-forties and early 
1950's. 

The use of scrip has been attacked 
from many sides. It may be 
remembered that Eleanor Roosevelt, 
during her humanitarian crusades, at- 
tacked the use of scrip as an evil 
thing. The Treasury Department has 
always considered it a thorn in its 
side. And the United Mine Workers 
Union opposed its promiscuous use. 

The private use of scrip and token 
money probably came to this country

with the white man. The use of coal 
scrip was initiated for a number of 
reasons, including the remoteness of 
the coal mine which left the coal op- 
erator with few alternatives. 

First it was necessary to run a spur 
railroad line, which particularly in 
the mountainous areas, was the only 
method of transportation to and from 
the coal camp. Since there was no 
housing, it was necessary for the coal 
company to build houses, thus the 
birth of the commissary or Company 
Store, in order that the miner and his 
family could obtain the necessities of 
life. 

It can be said that the coal company 
got into the store business out of 
necessity; however, it did not take 
them long to recognize a good thing. 
Almost without exception, the com- 
missary carried the very best brands 
of merchandise and charged ac- 
cordingly — yes, their prices were 
normally very high. 

Often times the coal company made 
more off their store operation than 
they did off the operation of the coal 
mine. Since most of these operations 
were not close to a bank, it was most 
impractical for all parties concerned 
to use U.S. currency. It should also be 
pointed out that payroll robberies 
were common. 

The combination of circumstances 
resulted in scrip actually being born 
out of necessity, and later becoming 
one of convenience. During the 
heyday of the old company town, 
scrip circulated so freely that it was 
indeed the coin of the realm. 

Tokens are of various shapes and 
sizes - round, egg shaped, square, 
octagonal, hexagonal, scalloped, etc. 
They are of various metallic alloys 
with the most common being brass, 
and normally are in denominations of 
one cent thru one dollar. This type of 
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token frequently had _ ‘‘cut-outs’’ 
identifying the company or the mine. 

During World War II the scarcity of 
metal resulted in some tokens being 
made of plastic type material. There 
were a number of companies which 
manufactured scrip but most of them 
were gradually absorbed by the giant 
Osborne Register Co. of Ohio. Their 
issues are easily recognized by the 
trade mark “‘ORCO”’ which usually 
appears on the reverse. As_ the 
collector advances, he collects not 
only by the name and denomination of 
the coal company, but also by the 
token manufacturer. A guide has 
been developed for this purpose 
called ‘‘Scripdent’’. 

If any member of your family were 
ever involved in coal mining, it’s a 
pretty good bet there are tokens some 
place around the house - the tool box, 
sewing machine drawers, button box, 
the jar of washers, etc. Most people 
who have collected coins for any 
length of time most likely have some 
scrip tossed aside in the “junk box”’. 

The retired coal miner or members 
of his family very frequently have a 
few pieces of company store money. 
It is unfortunate that the descendants 
of older coal miners do not always 
know what these tokens are and 
frequently dispose of them. A number 
of coal operators, both past and pre- 
sent, have retained at least a portion 
of the scrip formerly issued by their 
company. 


On the other hand, many coal op- 
erators made an all out effort to 
destroy every outstanding piece when 
they discontinued use of scrip. They

did not wish to be obligated to redeem 
these tokens at face value over an ex- 
tended period of time. 

Many collectors have a fair degree 
of luck in obtaining coal mining 
tokens at Flea Markets, coin shops, 
antique shops, etc., Coal scrip was 
used in 27 of the 50 states and is most 
difficult to find from Michigan and 
North Carolina. 

There have been two publications 
oriented to the collector of coal 
tokens, ‘“‘Coal Company Scrip’’ by 
Walter Caldwell published in 1969, 
and *‘20,000 Coal Company Stores’’ by 
Gordon Dodrill. 

The latter publication lists all 
company stores in the United States, 
Mexico and Canada for the period 
1902 - 1958, by town, state, and 
county; plus’ the number of 
employees and the period the mine 
operated. The method of placing a 
monetary value on each piece of 
scrip, based on the number of 
employees and the period of 
operation is not ralistic for a number 
of reasons. Despite this flaw, it is the 
most comprehensive listing of its 
kind and is recommended without 
reservation, aS a most effective 
reference. 

In some sections the coal company 
had a working relationship with one 
of the local merchant's, in lieu of 
operating their own commissary. 
Thus the tokens bearing the mer- 
chants name are considered coal 
scrip and are listed in the Dodrill 
publication. ‘20,000 Coal Company 
Stores’’ published in 1971 sells for 
$10.00 and represents five years 
research by Mr. Dodrill. He has made 
his copy available to a_ regional 
organization helping the older retired 
coal miners qualify for their pension 
and or Black Lung benefits. 

All seriptors are eagerly awaiting 
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the publication of what promises to be 
the ‘‘Bible’’ for coal mining scrip col- 
lectors. The author, Donald O. 
Edkins, Newport News, Va. has been 
compiling material for several years 
and it has been my pleasure to review 
a portion of the manuscript, plus 
coauthoring a section on ‘‘Pit Car 
Checks’’. 


graphs and will most adequately 
describe each piece as to size, shape, 
metallic content, and any other 
pertinent data. In addition, and most 
important, it will contain a rarity 
scale from 1 to 10, which will 
definitely be the most realistic and 
practical method of pricing. 

It is anticipated that when this 
knowledge becomes generally known 
by the coin, antique and flea market 
dealer, plus the casual collector, that 
it will bring many tokens out of the 
‘nooks and crannies’’. 

The value of scrip that falls in the 
higher rarity scale will be a most 
pleasant surprise to many people. 
Scrip of the more common variety 
will probably be priced in the 50 cent 
category. This publication is 
expected to be available about the 
first of May. 

There is a formal organization of 
scriptors: the National Scrip Col- 
lectors Association, generally 
referred to as NSCA. The objectives 
and purpose of this organization are 
to promote the collection of coal and 
lumber scrip (metal and paper) and 
related tokens; cultivate good 
relations between the collectors; and

SEND THOSE DUES TODAY! 
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Denmark to Replace Notes 
With New LO Kroner Coin 

Denmark will soon replace its 10- 
kroner banknote with a cupronickel 
coin. The proposed 10-kroner coin, 
which is equivalent to approximately 
$1.72, will be minted in a diameter of 
about 30 millimeters. It will thus be 
smaller than the current 5-kroner (33 
mm.) 

Previous 10-kroner coins have been 
minted by Denmark. Gold coins of 
this denomination were minted 
between 1873 and 1917. Com- 
memoratives in the value of 10-kroner 
were issued in 1967, (Wedding of Prin- 
cess Margrethe), 1968, (Wedding of 
Princess Benedikte,) and _ 1972 
(Accession of Margrethe II). These 
silver commemoratives were 36mm. 

To complement the new 10-kroner 
coin, a 20-kroner banknote also will be 
issued. The new coin and banknote 
are expected to be placed in circula- 
tion in early 1979.

Jan-Mar 1977 
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Medallists Seek ANS Design Honors 


The Council of the American Numis- 
matic Society has given its un- 
animous approval to the proposal that 
a new Member’s’ Medal be 
commissioned. The Society’s 
Standing Committee on Medals has 
been appointed by President Samuel 
R. Milbank to run the competition. 

Five noted medalists will compete 
for the $3,500 prize to be awarded to 
the artist whose designs are chosen 
for the medal: Donald De Lue, Frank 
Eliscu, Thomas G. Lo Medico, 
Gifford M. Proctor, Karen Worth. 

Under the terms of the competition 
each artist will prepare preliminary 
studies of up to three complete 
designs which will be judged by the 
Society’s Committee on Medals and 
their recommendation made to the 
Society’s Council on April 2, 1977. The 
winner of this competition will pro- 
ceed to create plaster bas-relief 
models of the final designs for sub- 
mission by June 15 to the Medallic Art 
Company of Danbury, Connecticut, 
the firm chosen by the Society to 
strike the new Member’s Medal. 

Commenting on the competition, 
ANS Director Leslie A. Elam noted 
that ‘“‘The members of the Society’s 
Committee on Medals are eminently 
qualified to oversee this important 
project and to advise our Council as to 
the most suitable design for the new 
medal. I am especially pleased that 
the Committee is clearly receptive to 
a wide range of design creations ... an 
attitude which assures that the 
resulting medal will be of lasting 
artistic importance.” 

Elam noted that the new medal 
would truly be a ‘‘Member’s Medal,”’ 
since all the funds necessary will 
come from Society members who 
have pledged to subscribe for the new 
medal. 

The medal will be available in 
silver and bronze, 2 '2 inches (63.5 


mm) in diameter. Each specimen 
will be serially numbered, and a 
register of the original purchasers 
will be maintained by the Society. 

Purchase of the medal (Silver - $60; 
Bronze - $15) is open only to members 
of the Society. Information con-

Matthew J. van der Voort

gentle soul, having corresponded with 
him for many years, and having 
visited in his cheery home on several 
memorable occasions. 

Matthew’s door was always open to 
coin collectors, as he always seemed 
to find time to discuss coins with any- 
one, from novice to. professional, 
from the most modern issues to the 
great ancient treasures. He did love 
people and coins. 

Mrs. Davis, one of Matthew’s close 
friends, said that, ‘‘... his last days 
were very painful, but his mind was 
clear and sharp to the end.”’ 

She also quoted Matthew, ‘‘Better 
an end with horror, than a horror 
without an end.”’ 

That was Matthew J. van der Voort, 
stouthearted friend of the world. 


Guy R.L. Potter 


The distinguished Canadian numis- 
matist, Guy R. L. Potter, of Ottawa, 
has passed away on Jan. 14, 1977. An 
immigrant from North Wales, he was 
a founder of the Canadian Numis- 
matic Association and served as that 
society’s secretary from 1950 to 1953. 
He was president of CNA from 1955 to 
1956 and was recognized for his ser- 
vices to Canadian numismatics by 
CNA in 1971 with the presentation of 
the J. D. Ferguson Award. 


Gordon Z. Greene 


It’s with regret that we report the 
death of Gordon Z. Greene, a 
dedicated. numismatist and tireless 
worker. 


A frequent visitor and speaker at 
clubs, and an officer in many, he 
served numismatics fully, as attested 
by his award as Numismatic Am- 
bassador, presented to him by Krause 
Publications in July, 1976. His col- 
lection of Lincolniana delighted many 
young numismatists. 

Gordon Green will be missed not 
only in his native state of California, 
but throughout the numismatic world. 


Mexico Plans Silver ‘Super Coin” 

The government of Mexico is plan- 
ning to mint a 100-peso coin contain- 
ing 20 grams of 0.720 fine silver. The 
bullion value of the silver in this coin 
will be about 55 pesos at January 
market levels. In terms of US dollars, 
the coin would have an exchange rate 
of about $5.00 and an intrinsic value of 
about $2.75. 

Plans for the minting of the coin 
were announced by the Treasury De- 
partment of the Mexican government 
on January 5th. 

The reason behind the move to is- 
sue such a large coin is an attempt to 
stem Mexico’s rampant inflation. 
Government economists feel that 
many Mexicans will buy these coins 
instead of US currency. They point 
out that Mexicans have, in the past, 
tended to hoard gold and silver when 
it was available. Thus, Mexicans will 
be more inclined to save the new 
coins rather than to spend. In turn, 
this should ease inflation § by 
absorbing some of the excess paper 
money in circulation. 

The announcement by the govern- 
ment did not specify the amount of 
coins that will be minted, but did state 
that the coins would be placed on the 
market in quantities that can be 
easily absorbed, so that international 
price quotations for silver will not be 
affected.

I'm in agreement with your sentiments, and 
/ believe the FUN Board is in agreement, too. 
However, outside of the Miami, Orlando, and 
St. Pete areas, where in Florida will you find 
the essential elements for a_ successful 
convention of the size and fame of the annual 
FUN affair? 

Those “essential elements” are: One; a 
hotel or convention site capable of 
accommodating several hundred dealers, 
their families and assistants ... local Florida 
dealers OR the New York crowd. Needed: a 
bourse area for 150 plus dealers; an adequate 
exhibit area; banquet facilities for 400 
persons; meeting rooms, etc. (Remember that 
most dealers, local or otherwise, want to stay 
in the hotel where the convention is being 
held.) 

Two; the convention area must have a large 
number of collectors willing to work for the 
general chairman and his committee chair- 
men. Just because a club has a membership 
list of 150 doesn’t mean that the chairman 
will have 150 workers. Far from it! \F, in in 
this case, he’s lucky, he’d have 15 workers to 
begin with, but three days before the show 
was due to open, he‘d be down to only five 
workers! (And that’s a promise based on 
experience.) 

Three; are there enough collectors within 
50 miles to support a show? (You may include 
visitors and tourists.) If the support isn’t on 
hand, can enough be drawn in to support it? 

Four; Is the site readily accessible to 
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transportation facilities? Amtrak, Greyhound, 
airports, 1-75, 1-95, etc.? What about taxis, 
buses and rental cars? 

Five; what’s the weather apt to be like in 
early January? Like Jacksonville, Miami, 
Tallahassee, or St. Petersburg? Weather is a 
factor to most out of state collectors, many of 
whom time their winter trips to Florida to 
coincide with the FUN show. As those col- 
lectors outnumber the dealers by at least a 
ten to one ratio, a great deal of thought should 
be given to their pleasure and comfort, | 
believe. 

/ don’t have a complete list of those dealers 
actually present at the last convention, but / 
think you've placed too much emphasis on 
“the New York crowd. They’re conspicious by 
their absence, if one will take time to analyze 
the list published in the last FUN Topics. 
There were eight (8) New Yorkers present ... 
throw in New Jersey, and you have a total of 
15! Counting Ohio, Pennsylvania, New York, 
New Jersey and al// of New England, there 
were 44 Yankee dealers ... That’s only one- 
fourth of the total! 

Florida dealers listed, 52! (And more Florida 
dealers could have had tables had they 
applied.) 

Of those 52 Florida dealers, and some not 
listed, I've seen their entire stock of my col- 
lecting specialty; I've cleaned out some of 
those dealers, while | can’t afford the coins of 
others. The point being that | must look to the 
dealer from outside Florida, in order for me to 
see new, fresh stock. 

But, back to the final score of Yankees vs. 
Rebels: Yankees, 44; Rebels, 87 (from the SE 
U.S.,) and Westerners and Midwesterners, 
45, including our Canadian friends. No, sir, for 
the most part, the Yankees stayed home. 


And, at the risk of getting a few dingbats, 
those Yankees weren't of the big New York 
crowd, such as Harmer Rooke, MTB, Perera, 
Stack’s, etc. The vast majority of dealers pre- 
sent at the last show are just small, pleasant 
businessmen, who were trying to pay for a 
vacation, “FUN in the sun.” 

Another important factor in scheduling any 
major convention, and the FUN event is 
major, is the lead time necessary to obtain a 
contract for the desired facilities (look at the 
ANA schedule). FUN is scheduling shows only 
two years in advance, and many persons 
believe it should be three years or more.

And here / must te/l/ you that the 1979 show 
will be held again in Hallandale, as FUN is 
committed to an agreement beginning that 
year, which calls for a show in the Miami area 
once every three years. 

The FUN Board is aware of the problem, 
and | believe that sometime this year you'll 
see a major change in board policy regarding 
site selection and frequency. One plan has a 
FUN “mini-show” in some of the less 
populous areas during the summer months, in 
addition to the regular, “big” show during 
January. 

A problem then arises with the local club in 
that area, whose members don't want a FUN 
show of any size held in their “virgin” 
territory; they view FUN as a money - grub- 
bing competitor trying to steal their “profits” 
and trying to subjugate their members’ minds. 

I'm certain that the FUN Board would be 
more than pleased if you could present a 
constructive solution to the situation, keeping 
in mind the essential elements I've outlined.

I’ve had several complaints about someone 
giving out address information to mail order 
houses. This is very upsetting to our mem- 
bers. If you or F.U.N. can be of any help in 
stopping this, we would be very grateful.

It's very unlikely that Jeff Shaara ever 
allowed anyone access to the membership 
list of FUN, and I'd consider it an affront to his 
integrity if anyone even suggested the idea. 
Nothing is impossible, as we well know, but | 
can’t believe that Jeff released the list, 
therefore, I'm going to suggest that those who 
have complained about getting on a mailing 
list look elsewhere for the source. 

There’re a goodly number of large firms in 
numismatics ... dealers, publishers, private 
mints, suppliers, etc ... all of which usually 
have thousands upon thousands of names on 
their mailing lists. (One | know of has over 
250 thousand names listed). 

Also, there’re firms that specialize in 
mailing lists only; for instance, you can buy a 
list of persons in Atlanta, Georgia, who earn 
over $50,000 a year; a list of model rail- 
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roaders living west, or east, of the Mississippi 
River; or, a list of (most) all Catholics living in 
Florida. However you want a grouping ... just 
name it ... somewhere there’s a mailing list 
with those names on it. 

Many, probably most, publishers and 
dealers (in anything,) will sell their lists to 
almost anyone with the necessary cash. 
Some sell on a one-time usage basis only; 
some sell outright (and you can then resell it,) 
while others will print something for you, and 
mail to their list, retaining control of the /ist. 
(Three weeks ago a prominent dealer offered 
his list of 5,000 names to me for a fee.) 

The practice is very common in the 
publishing industry, viewed by many as just 
another legitimate source of revenue; 
justified, or not, it’s a fact of this modern age 
of computerized names and numbers, and | 
don't believe you'll ever see the end of it. No, 
if anything, it'll get worse; once you're on A 
list, you'll get solicitations even after you've 
been patted in the face with a shovel! 

You can, with the aid of the post office, stop 
delivery of the so-called “junk” mail from 
specific firms. | don’t believe, however, that 
you'll ever locate that original, elusive list 
with your name on it, so’s you can “kill” it on 
the spot. Besides, it probably will have been 
(re)sold twice between the time you wrote to 
me, and by the time you're reading this. 

/ subscribe to about 30 publications varying 
in frequency from weekly to monthly. And you 
think you've got problems? (One non- 
numismatic firm sent me three copies of the 
same brochure, indicating that they had 
purchased at least three lists with my name 
on them!) 

No, Jeff hasn't released the FUN mem- 
bership list, nor will |; it happens to be an 
inviolate item entrusted to our safekeeping.
